Plans ior a proposed Council 
Rock Junior High School with a 
new concept in architectural de­ 
sign were unfolded last night by 
Alan Lukens, chairman of the 
Council Rock Jointure Building 
Committee. 


Lukens, who spoke as guest of 
the Northampton Township Re­ 
publican Club at it’s meeting at 
Hettler’s Hall in Richboro, dis­ 
closed the plans which will give 
the school district the first fully 
air conditioned school in the state. 


Less Window Space 


One of the major changes from 
the conventional design of older 
schools, Likens said, is the fact 
that the school will have one 


fourth the amount of window 
space. 
But, while this may at first ap­ 
pear to be a startling divergence 
from the conventional, he said, 
once we become aware of the fi­ 
nancial and educational advan­ 
tages, it is easy to see why 102 
schools of similar design through­ 
out the country have become en­ 
thusiastic about their buildings. 
The building, which will be lo­ 
cated on a 42-acre site on Upper

er in schools where window space 
occupies a greater area, he said.

President Kennedy’s de­ 
cision to resume nuclear 
tests in tile atmosphere 
was cheered today by Bri­ 
tain and France, but drew 
fire from the Soviet Union 
and Japan — the only na­ 
tion ever to experience the 
horrors of an atom bomb. 
The British Foreign Office said 
the resumption of tests was “nec­ 
essary to ensure the preservation 
of freedom in the world." 


Kennedy’s offer to delay the 
tests in favor of a Big Three 
summit meeting if Russia signs 
a fully-effective test ban treaty 
with provisions for inspectioi pro. 
vides “a further opportunity for . 
the Russians to sign a treaty ban­ 
ning tests altogether," the For. 
eign Office said. 


But the Soviet news agency 
Tass said Russia will reject Ken­ 
nedy's offer of a nuclear test ban 
treaty because it considers the 
United States’ insistence on in­ 
spection “completely unaccepta­ 
ble.” 


Tass accused Kennedy of hav­ 
ing “tied up the forthcoming 
United States nuclear tests in the 
atmosphere with disarmament ne­ 
gotiations . . . thus making a 
clumsy attempt to justify himself 
before the world public. Moreover 
he made use of maneuvers strong, 
ly reminiscent of blackmail." 


Japanese Premier Hayato Bre­ 
da protested Kennedy’s decision 
and said it was governed “by 
strictly military considerations.*’ 


Ikeda expressed hope that a nu­ 
clear agreement could be reached 
between the United States, Brit­ 
ain and Russia before the April 
tests begin.

are housed in many of the newer 
designed school buildings through­ 
out the country, Lukens said. 
Teachers, who at first expressed 
skepticism about the new design, 
now concede that because "there 
are now windows all over the 
classroom’’ they have greater suc­ 
cess in keeping the students’ at­ 
tention. Students, they say, are 
less apt to let their eyes and 
minds wander out the window. 
Lukens said that the reaction 
throughout the country is much 
the same wherever such schools 
are in operation. 
Greater Flexibility 
He said that the schools also 
provide 
greater 
flexibility 
of 
movement to classrooms. 
But, 
while these schools are often re­ 
ferred to by the misnomer “win­ 
dowless schools," there are in 
fact windows, but of a smaller 
perimeter. 
Each classroom, he said, also 
has one vertical, fixed window 
with an outside exposure six-feet 
in width and from four feet above 
the floor to the ceiling. 
Other advantages cites w e r e 
that air conditioning will provide 
four to five per cent better in­ 
struction and 
learning environ­ 
ment — thereby increasing bene­ 
fits for the tax dollars spent on 
education; better lighting control 
with no shadows at the sides; 
greater flexibility of the building 
for future use as a fallout shel­ 
ter. 
It was also pointed out that the 
mental attitude of persons work- 
ing in business buildings of such 
design is often more favorable, 
especially during cloudy, gloomy 
and inclement weather periods.
